McKim, assistant cashier. 
Poynter and M cKim were indict­ 
ed by the federal grand 
jury

charges of misapplication of funds, 
abstraction from the bank’s funds 
and making false entries 
on 
the 
bank’s books. 
Poynter pleaded not guilty when 
arraigned before Federal Judge A. 
S. Yan Valkenburgh and was re­ 
leased on $2,500 bond. 
The .rial 
probably will come up at the next 
term of the United States district 
court. 
Poynter’s financial jugglings are 
alleged to have involved upward of 
$250,000 of the bank’s funds. 
The 
sum 
was 
made 
good 
.however, 
when agents of the department of 
justice 
checked 
up 
the ^bank’s 
books. 
A peculiar circumstance was that 
Poynter voluntarily filed informa­ 
tion against George M cKim , assist-] 
int cashier of the bank. 
M cKim 
Also was indicted by the grand jury, 
but has not been apprehended. He 
is said to be in the United States 
army and stationed at a training 
school at Ames, la. 
Poy liter’s indictment came as a 
complete surprise to himself and 
residents of Clinton. 
It was gener­ 
ally believed, following his reported 
•xposure and the making good of 
his shortage, he would not be pros­ 
ecuted. 
He now faces a maxi mum 
sentence of five 
years 
on 
each 
count of the indictment if he is con­ 
victed. 
it was first called to the atten­ 
tion of Francis M. Wilson, Fnited 
States district attorney for Western 
Missouri, last fall, when a national 
lank examiner iii checking up the 
rank’s accounts discovered Poynter 
lad listed about $5,000 in drafts, 
Irawn in Poynter’s name on the 
lank of his brother, E. C. Poynter, 
if Mendon, Mo., as assets of the 
Clinton National bank.
